Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants argue that the specific pore size range provides 
unexpected results, a gel liquid in pores less then 3 micron, which is not taught by prior reference. The Examiner notes 
that, first, the comprising language fail to exclude the prior reference; second, the prior art teaches pore size range 
reads on instantly claimed invention, since the "gel liquid" is directly pore size related, and appears to be inherently 
disclosed by prior art as well. The Examiner agrees to reconsider allowability if the range of the pore size is restricted 
in the range less than 3 micron, under the consideration of forming gel liquid only.. 
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
